Race Froblem, He 
Urges the American Missionary 
Board To Active Work. 
Refers to South’s 
Franchise Laws. 


Cleveland, October 22.—The closing 
meeting of the American Missionary As- 
sociation was held tonight. 

Dr. Washington Gladden, of Columbus, 
made an address on the negro problem, 
in which he said the solution of the ques- 
tion was further away today than it was 
at the close of the civil war; that the 
task of Netping the negro to manhood ts 
increasing in complexity, and that the 
people of the south deserve great credit 
for what have done for the ne- 
gro. The American Missionary Associa- 
tion has funds amounting to more than 
a million dollars, he said, the income of 
Which it is required to spend in the 
southern field for negro education. Other 
societies have similar trusts. They can- 
not be transferred, they must be consci- 
entiously administered to sustain mis- 
sionary work. To suspend missionary 
work in the south would check the for- 
ward movement of what is proving to be 
very helpful in its results. 

The negro in the greater part of the 
South was declared to be disfranchised 
and “he is no jonger a free and ‘respon- 
sible citizen; he is a subject, must pay 
taxes and has little or no share In de- 
termining how these taxes shall be ex- 
pended.’”’ 

In cOnclusion, Dr. Gladden said: 

“The American Missionary Association 
was born to bear witness to the truth 
that black men are men, they they have 
not only hands but souls, and for them 
there must not only be bread, but a king- 
dom, hope, Outlook and opportunity, a 
clear path to the height of manhood.”

They Say Alaskan Boundary 
Decision Was Not Judicial 


Sir MacKenzie Bowell, Questioning 
the Senate About the Matter, 
Says That Canada Has 
Been Worsted by the 
Diplémats. 


Ottawa, Ontario, October 2.—In the sen- 
ate today Sir Mackenzie Bowell, ieader 
of the opposition, asked for information 
concerning the Alaska boundary award. 

Mr. Scott, for the government, replied 
that the most important reason why the 
Canadian commissijianers did not approve 
of the-award was that it was not a judi- 
cial decision. Lord Alverstone had, in 
the first instance, agreed that the center 
of the Portland canal should form the 
boundary lines. ‘The four islands should 
have gone to either the one country or 
the other, depending on the position of 
the line through the Portland channel, 
consequently Lord Alverstone deflected 
the line so as to throw two of the tslands 
into the United States and two into Can- 
aca, that Wales and Pearse tslands 
went to Canada and the two smaller to 
the United States. 

Sir Mackenzie Bowell said it was wn- 
fortunate that in every case when nego- 
tiations taken place between the 
United States and England, where Can- 
ada was affected, the United States diplo- 
mats had succeeded in securing islands 
which command most important points of 
the dominion, There was the island right 
opposite the harbor Port Arthur. In 
case of difficulty, said, that island 
weuld have to be secured by the British 
people for, if fortified, it would command 
the entrance to that harbor. Unless that 
was done the United States could secure 
if and with the guns they have at pres- 
would be able to destroy the whole 
connection between east and west. It 
was the same with the island cf San 
Juan, another secured by treaty negotia- 
tions. 

“Now,” said Sir Mackenzie, ‘‘the 
United States will command Fort Simp 
In every case Canadian interests 
were sacrificed.”

FOR AMERICANS 


Sensalional Adis By Bishep 
“ Gailor at Washington 


He Says,the Episcopal Church Should 
Eschew Its Anglican Leanings, 
Change Its Name and Be 
a Church for the 
Americans. 


Washington, October 22.—At the morn- 
ing session of the Pan-American confer- 
ence of bishops Rt. Rev. Frank Galilor, 


the bishop of Tennessee, ad\ocated the 


development of the Episcopal church in 
the United States along national lines 
with a view to the creation of a dis- 
tinctively American church! Bishop 
Gailor took the ground that the United 
States did not need the church of Eng- 
land but the church of America. He was 
opposed to the Episcopal churgh being 
called a branch of the church, of Eng- 
land, and also to the introduction of Eng- 
ish forms and customs into the Ameri- 
can church, 

Bishop Gailor is in favor of a change 
of name from the Protestant Episcopal 
church to a more appropriate title He 
quoted a prominent Presbyterian clergy- 
man aS saying that unity of the Pres- 
byterian and Episcopalian churches would 
be certain but for the’ name Episcopal. 
Bishop Gailor said that the church need- 
ed to be Américanized. not Anglicized. 
His address aroused great enthusiasm. 

The general subject of discussion was 
the attitude of the Protestant Argiican 
church toward the Protestant commun- 
ions around her. 

Of the development of a distinctly 
American church, Bishop Gailor said: 

“Ww e ought to emphasize the fact that 
this church is not the church of the mid- 
dle ages nor the church of England. but 
an American church, The problems we 
have to sOlve and the difficulties we have 
‘Oo encounter are-in a pecullar sens®*Otir 
own. For us to import into this church 
the manners and customs, the prejudices 
and parties of the established church of 
England, seems to be a mistake. Ro- 
manism has tried in vain to be Roman 
in the United States, and is now attempl- 
ing to convince people that it is the 
American Catholic church. No body of 
Christians ever had the splendid oppor- 
tunity that we havé to demonstrate that 
‘Catholicity’ does not mean Roman and 
that ‘American’ is not synonymous with 
class individuatism;: but we shall not do 
it as a branch of the church of England, 
Only as an American church.” 

Bishop Gailor urged ~ the encourage- 
ment of sympathy betWem the Episconal 
church and the other protestant churches 
by the maintenance. of our American 
spirit and American independence in cus- 
tom and worship and government.” 

A committee of Disheps has been ap- 
pointed to considar and to report to the 
conference upon the expediency and prac- 
ticability of putting into effect Bishop 
Gailor’s suggestions.

Peachtee Merchants Complat 
af Slowness of the Work? - 


Two Declare That the Work Is Being 
Delayed Too Much and One

From the junction of Pryor street to 
the intersection with Edgewood avenue, 
a distance of five blocks, almost in the 
very center of Atlanta, Peachtree is 
now absolutely impassable for vehicles. 
There appears to be no prospect for early 
relief, 

The frame of mind in which the mer- 
chants have been endeavoring to trans- 
act business since the work began has 
nOt improved, There are no signs that 
those who ride on the Street cars out 
Peachtree way will discontinue their com- 
plaints. The directors of the Southern 
Interstate Fair Association still belleve 
that many persons are veing kept away 
from that attraction because of the con- 
dition of the main thoroughfare which 
leads to it. 

City officials still believe that the work 
is progressing as rapidly as could be ex- 
pected, Chief Engineer Clayton stated 
yesterday that the work was being done 
satisfactcrily at present and that every- 
one appeared to be anxiOus to complete 
the work as soon as possible. 

Mayor Howell renewed his statement of 
the previous day that he believed the 
contractors were doing everything possi- 
ble to finish the work, 

Three prominent merchants of the 
street were interviewed yesterday re- 
garding the street work. One Was of 
the opinion that the work is progressing 
as rapidly as could be, expected, the sec- 
ond stated that he half until yesterday 
believed the work was progressing with 
a satisfactory degree of speed and the 
third announced that he knew of no rea- 
son for the delay and declared that his 
business was being seriousiy interfered 
with because of the delay in the work. 
J. W. Rice, of the firm of Delbridge & 
Rice, stationers, was the first of the mer- 
chants to express an opinion. 

“Of course,” he declared, ‘‘we are anx- 
ious for the contractor to complete his 
work as soon as possible because we do 
a large carriage trade, and many of our 
customers cannot reach us, We belileve, 
however, that the contractor is doing his 
work as rapidly as could be expected. 
We have no complaint to make, It ap- 
pears to us that the work is being done 
quite as rapidly as could be expected 

s Causes Inconvenience. 

Randolph Rose, of the firm of R. M. 
Rose & Co., wrolesale liquor dealers, be- 
lieves the work is being done much too 


slowly. 

‘Nive have been put to great inconve- 
nience,” declared Mr. Rose. “We make 
about 200 shipments by express every 
day and receive about five calls from 
the express wagons. Because of the 
fact that they are laying a sewer in our 
alley the express wagon cannot come in 
the back way and the condition of the 
street prevents the use of the front door. 

“The result is that the express wagon 
stops On Auburn avenue and it is nec- 
essary for us to carry our goods from 
our front entrance to the wagon. This 
is an imconvenience, a loss of time and 
a constant possibility of damage to goods, 

‘“T can't understand why there has been 
so much delay. It appears to me that 
if the contractor wanted to complete the 
work he could rig up some electric lights 
and work at night. Let him do it any- 
way he wants to, but I hope he will 
soon have done with delay and give us 
the use of the street again.” 

F. €. Wilkerson, grocer, whose store 
adjoins that of the R. M. Rose Company, 
stated that he had not been a kicker in 
the past, but that he was going to be- 
come one. 

“They have put the street in such con- 
dition now,’’ he said, “that when we want 
to deliver goods to customers west of 
here we have to go either to Ellis street 
or to Marietta Street in order to reaich 
the western side of Peachtree street. 
It seems to me they might have left 
a& way open across the street. 

“T have not paid very much attention 
to the work in the past and I have not 
been a kicker until today, but it does 
seem to me that the contractor is not 
treating the merchants with due regard. 
The work, it appears to me, could be 
hurried in order to allow us to do busi- 
ness again.’

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Further Evidence as to Wreck 
of Shipbuilding Trust 


According to Nixon’s Testimony. 
Schwab was Playing All the 
Time To Get the Best of 
the Deal—A Mysteri- 
ous Check. 


New York, October 22.—Lewis Nixon oc- 
cupied the witness chair again today at 
the hearing before an examiner of the 
United States shipbuilding case and gave 
much valuable testimony covering the 
finances and genera] affairs of the cor- 
poration. He testified that he had op- 
posed the Sheldon reorganization plan, 
and had as a counter proposition urged 
that the stock be assessed in order to 


raise the amount necessary to save the 
combination from default and _bank- 
ruptcy. His plan of assessment was op- 
posed by Charles M,. Schwab, holder at 
$20,000,000 of the stock, 
who, according to Mr. Nixon, declared 
that the stockholders would not pay the 
assessment. 

Mr. Schwab, so Mr, Nixon swore, de- 
clined to put up any more unless the 
Bethlehem bonds were given preference 
as a lien upon the shipbuilding plants to 
the first-mortgage bonds. 

Mr. Nixon's testimony also developed 
the fact that there was a wide discrep- 
ancy as to estimated earnings in letters 
written by Treasurer Gary to members 
of the reorganization committee, and 
Samuel Untermeyer, counsel for the bond- 
holders, asked if it did not show that 
there had been an attempt to minimize 
the value of the shipyards and magnify 
the value of the Bethlehem plant, but 
the witness would not say so. 

Much time was taken up with an un- 
successful effort to get at the history of 
a mysterious check for $250,000 found at 
the Trust Company of the Republic. It 
was drawn to “Lewis Nixon or Oour- 
selves,”’ on the same day the checks were 
made out for the payment of the cash 
given to the vendors for their plants and 
property.

Monument to Confederate Dead 


Unveiled at Greenwood, §, C. 


Dedicatory Address Delivered by 
Judge William T. Gary, of “Au- 
gusta—Description of and 
Inscriptions on the 
Monument. 


Greenwood, 8S. C., October 22.—A monu- 
ment, dedicated to the confederate sol- 
diers from the state of South Carolina 
who fell in the war between the states, 
was unveiled here this afternoon at 3 
o'clock. 

The dedicatory address was delivered 
by Judge William T. Gary, of Augusta, 
Ga. He said in part: ' 

“History will erect a monument to the 
patriotism, the heroism, the chivalry and 
bravery of the confederate soldier, but 
how can gratitude sufficiently honor the 
noble women of the south who made tha‘ 
unequal war possible. 

“No nation can be truly great which 
is not a nation of noble mothers. 

“There was but one mother of the 
Gracchi; but in the south every mother 
was the mother of a confederate soldier. 
Tell it to your children, and to your chil- 
dren’s children, that not one of the noble 
women who shared their privations and 
their sorrows, who nerved their brave 
hearts and bathed their fevered brows, 
who bore uncomplainingly not only the 
burdens of war, but also thoOse, more 
grievous, of defeat, ever refused to wel- 
come the worn-out confederate soldiers 
back to desolated homes and loyal hearts. 

“Our monuments are not reared to com- 
memorate our triumphs, not to recount 
domestic calamities, not to feed the hos- 
tilities of hate, not to perpetuate civic 
discord. Our monuments are reared to 
our convictions, and are consecrated to 
the memory of our dead. 

“This monument we unvell.today is not 
an enforced charity, but a voluntary of- 
fering of love to the living, a testimonial 
to. the cause which confederate soldiers 
and confederate women made immortal. 
a monument to the noble dead who have 
made it sacred, a silent epitaph of thea 
members of this association, which future 
generations will gaze upon with pride and 
with gratitude.’’ :

St. Louis, October 22.—Mr. Folk ex- 
pects to have Kratz back in St. Louis 
within ten days. The papers necessary 
for the extradition are all in the state 
attorney’s possession and he will dispatch 
a man tomorrow morning to Mexico for 
Kratz. 

The papers were signed in St. Louls 
by Governor Dockery and the local offi- 
cilals some weeks ago and were then for- 
warded to Washington. There the neces- 
sary signatures of the federal officials 
were attached and the papers returned. 
They are now in the state attorney’s 
safe. 

Charles Kratz, former member of the

cial depression. 
Changes Suggested. 

“We should make such a change in the 
collection and disbursement of the na- 
tiona] revenues as will prevent the with- 
drawal] of vast sums of money from busi- 
ness Just when most needed. There 1s 
nothing so sacred about government 
funds that they should not be handled 
through the banks like other people’s 
funds so they would produce the least 
possible derangement of business. If any 
Of the great corporations should handle 
its i®ias as the treasury of the United 
States does and lock up such a vast 
Sum of cash in its own vaults, legislation 
would immediately be demanded to stop 
it. We should at once pass such legisia- 
tion as is needed to have the treasury 
Stop it and let money and business alone 
@s much as possible. The less tne gov- 
ernment has to do with business and 
business with the government, the better 
for both. 

“I am a thorough believer in currency 
@nd agree with those who wish to see 
the greenbacks retired, the silver with- 
drawn down to the point which it 1s 
practically subsidiary coinage or cur- 
rency, #aving nothing in circulation but 
gold, as coin or certificates, and a real 
bank note circulation by gold reserves 
with such regulations for issue and re- 
demption that it would be a matter of 
indifference to the banks whether their 
credits remained with them as deposits 
Or were circulating as notes. This is the 
only true solution of our currency mat- 
ters, and I hope to see it some day ac- 
complished. This, however, is a thing 
which can only be gradually done, and 
has little or no practical bearjng on the 
present business situation. We have an- 
other very different system in force, and 
it is with it we have to meet and cope 
with our present problems. It has two 
very great advantages. Our people are 
used to it and have had no experience 
with any other. Only the veterans in 
business remember anything different. Its 
great advatiitage is, however, its absolute 
safety and soundness. 

“This is no time for any feeling or dis- 
cussion between different sections of the 
country, classes of, people, or lines of 
trade as to who is most to blame or who 
can stand it best. We are all face to face 
with the situation and equally interested. 
It is no time for passion or excitement, 
panic or fear, but for quiet, calm con- 
sideration, courage and firm action based 
on good judgment and conservatism.

New York, October 22.—Sufferilng most 
of his life as a result of a victory over 
William M. Tweed in the days when that 
‘‘boss’’ was at the height of his power, 
Vincent Cody is dead.

NEGRO CONVICT 
IS MURDERED 


Life Convict Kills Horse 
Thief Without Any Ap- 
parent Cause. 


For the second time within a year a 
murder has been committed within pen- 
itentlary walls. 

On Tuesday night, October 20, at the 
penitentiary camp of the Canada Lum- 
ber Company, at Worth, Worth county, 
Henry Tucker was stabbed to death by 
Ned Jack Ferguson. The cause of the 
killing is not known, and, indeed, there 
Seems to have been little motive other 
than sudden anger from some imagined 
cause. 

The coroner’s jury, a report from which 
has been received at the office of the 
prison commission, declared the killing 
to be murder. Ferguson will be turned 
over to the Worth county authorities for 
trial. 

Ferguson is serving a life sentence in 
the penitentiary for murder. He was 
convicted in Talbot county in 1895. Tuck- 
er was serving a sentence of fifteen years 
for horse stealing, having been sent up 
from Sumter county November 1({2, 1902. 

This is the second homicide of the kind 
that has occurred in the penitentiary 
within the last year. Less than a year 
ago Charlie Phillips, a negro who was 
serving a life sentence in the Dade coun- 
ty camp for murder, killed a convict 
named Davis with a pick. He was 
hanged within a little more than a r&So0nth 
after the crime was committed.

Our always esteemed and interest- 


ing contemporary, The Springfield Re- 
publican, takes up The Constitution's 
review of Mr. Braxton’s monograph 
on the vagarious history of the fif- 
teenth amendment.

ileges and immunities of citizens of 
the United States.” 

But how does our esteemed Spring- 
field contemporary explain the bitter 
tight that Senator Wilson, afterwards 
vice president, “the Natick cobbler” of 
Massachusetts, made for the reten- 
tion in the fifteenth amendment of 
If that 
right was fu.ly embodied in the terms 
of the fourteenth amendment, why 
was he and his colleagues favoring 
the amendment in toto so bent upon 
retaining those words? 

Will our friend read the debates of 
the hour and tell us what it thinks of 
General Logan’s argument, which pre- 
vailed in the conference committee, 
that “the right to say who should hold 
office was properly left, by the consti- 
tution, to the states, and they would 
never consent to surrender it!” 

Does our contemporary also mean 
to ignore the historic fact that Dan- 
iel Webster, “the great expounder” 
of the constitution, said in the con- 
stitutional convention of Massachu- 


setts in 1820, “that no man has the | 


right to hold office, but the people 
have the right to define and make the 
terms and conditions upon which of- 
fices shall be held?” 

Does it aiso dodge the fact that 
Senator Wilson, voting for the con- 
ference report, the fifteenth amend- 
ment as it now stands, said: “I am 
willing now to give them the right to 
vote, if I cannot get for them the 
right to be voted for. { will take that, 
if I cannot get any more!’ It will 
find the words in the Congressional 
Globe, February 26, 1869, p. 1627. 

Again, our esteemed contemporary 
is historically wrong in saying that 
Senator Edmunds held the words 
“and hold office’ unnecessary to con- 
fer that right upon the negro citizen. 
The fact is that Senator Edmunds 
was the only member of the confer- 
ence committee who ovjected to strik- 
ing the words and disagreed tc the 
report with them left out. 

Eaually out of concord with good 
authorities is The Republican when it 
argues that two-thirds of a quorum of 
either house can constitutionally pass 
an amendment to the constitution. 
Senators Garrett Davis and Thomas

Uniformity in Taxation of Corpora- 
tions Is Impossible Under the 
Present Arrangement. 
View Taken by the 
Commission. 


In its annual report, which has just 
been submitted to Governor Terrell, the 
railroad commission suggests some im- 
portant changes in the law relative to 
the arbitration of corporation tax as- 
sessments. 

The commission shows that under the 
present system of arbitrations, where 
every case is submitted to a separate 
board, uniformity in taxation, which is 
required under the constitution, is prac- 
tically impossible. If the members of 
the commission are to continue as arbi- 


trators in these cases, it is suggeste1 


' that they shall act as a body, dcetermin- 


ing each case. 
The report deals with the work of the 
commission during the year, and again

When {ft Is borne in mind that upon 
each separate contested return there 
must be organized an independent board 
of arbitration, each hoard, not necessa- 
rily but usually ,composed of persons 
other than those who sat upon any other 
board, it will be readily seen that it is 
utterly impossible to bring about’ any sys- 
tem of tax assessment upon corporate 
properties which could be even approxt- 
mately uniform. The general assembly 
provides no standard of value by which 
to estimate the value of either the tangi- 
ble or intangible property of railroad 
companies. Instead of taxing the corpo- 
ration as a going concern, and in such 
Way as would reach every element which 
enters into the value of its properties, it 
has endeavored to separate into distinct 
items the various articles of personal 
property which go to make up its pos- 
sessions, and the real property of the 
company, and also its Intangible proper- 
ty, and valuing each Separately, endeayv- 
ors by this means to ascertain the value 
of the corporate assets as a whole. 

“With all respect to the general assem- 
bly, it occurs to the commission that this 
system cannot result in anything short 
of confusion, and especially is this true 
when it Is remembered that these yaiu- 
ations are referred for settlement to ds 
many séparate boards of arbitration as 
there happens to be contested tax re- 
turns. The constitution of the State re- 
quires that taxation shall be uniform, and 
it is respectfully submitted that the prin- 
ciple of uniformity can never be applied 
to any system of taxation formulated 
upon such a basis. 

“The commission would respectfully 
recommend to the general assembly that 
if it shall be the purpose of the general 
assembly to continue the members of the 
commission in the discharge of this par-

self to be both a bailiff and a detective, 
and Recorder Broyles fined him $25.76. 
In default of the fine the negro was sent 
to the city stockade. 

The case dates back to a recent trial in 
police court, in which Mamie Marsh- 
man, colored, of 8 Taylor street, figured 
as defendant. She was fined $5.75 by 
the recorder on the charge of fighting 
Julia Evans, colored, of 7 Taylor street. 
The Evans woman later swore out a war- 
rant before Judge Bloodworth, charging 
the Marshman woman with assault and 
battery. On the trial Judge Bloodworth 
bound her over to the city criminal 
court under a bond of $50. 

The woman was waiting in the court 
room, unable to make the bond, and it 
is at this juncture that Bailiff Barnes 
is said to have intervened. The Marsh- 
man woman testified yesterday that. the 
officer came to her and informed her 
that she could settle the case on pay- 
ment of $5 costs. The woman did not 
have this amount and she said that the 
bailiff deputized Joe Maize to go out with 
her so she might borrow the money. 

She stated that Maize accompanied her 
to a money lander, but that, failing to 
secure the money there, he next took 
her to one of her friends, where she ob- 
tained the necessary amount. She tes- 
tified that Maize then took her back to 
the court room, where she paid Ballift 
Barnes $4.50 and the remaining 50 cents 
to Maize, after which she was released. 
Julia Evans testified that she did not 
authorize a settlement of the case, but 
that on the other hand she wanted the 
defendant prosecuted. 


Barnes Denies Wrongdoing.

HAS NOT SEEN IT 


Dr. McCandless Knows Noth- 
ing of the New Cabbage 
Snake, 


J. H. McCandless, state 
very much surprised and 
cver the report from Gainesville yester- 


chemist, 
put out 


day quoting him as an authority on the 
recently discovered cabbage snake or 
worm, which ts said to have caused much 
damage and widespread alarm in the 


| northern part of the state, 


ee = 


“I know nothing whatever about these 
cabbage worms,” Dr. McCandless said 
vesterday, ‘‘and the report from Gaines- 
ville that I’ have analyzed them and pro- 


nounced them violently poisonous is 
wholly untounded and untrue. I cannot 
imagine how such a story originated. 
No such matter has ever been referred to 
me, I have never seen one of the ani- 
mals that is said to be doing the damage, 
nor has anybody ever suggested that I 
make an examination of any infected 


cabbages, so far as I am aware. In fact, 
| have had nothing whatever to do with 
the matter, have never heard of It be- 
fore, and cannot understand how 1 could 
be mmnected with it.’ 

The story in question eceame from 
Gainesville and stated that after exam- 
ining one of these infected cabbages the 
State hemist had ‘reported that there 
was enough: poison in the thing to kill 
fifteen persons. ’ 

One of these eabbage worms was sent 
to the department of agriculture from 
liall county several days ago, but it was 
referred to State Entomologist Newell, 
along with the letter accompanying it, 
ind not to the state chemist as the infer- 

seems to have been. Mr. Newell 
‘xamtined the thing and wrote a letter 
fo Hall county, but ft did not contain 
| anything to justify such an opinion as 
Was attributed to the state chemist. Mr. 
Newel] staied that the worm was the 
common ‘‘eel worm,’ or “hair’ worm,” 
| that it wae parasitic in its nature and 
akin to the tape worm and others of 
that class. He then went on to state

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that there was nothing dangerous about 
insect, it should a_ parasite 
the intestines of the person eating 
cabbage containing it, just as the 
worm In any event he was 
that there danger of 
its producing death. 

In order, however, to be 
satisfied on the subject Mr. Newell has 
vent specimens of the worm to Wash- 
ington for investigation and analysis, and 
he is now awaiting a report. 

The ftinding of these worms in cabbages 
in north Georgia caused no small 
amount of concern, and the people of 
many counties in that section have nat- 
urally scratched eabbage from the bil! of 
fare, though. as is well Known, it is one 
of the most important of country § dishes. 
The report from Washington on the wua- 
ture and character of the cabdage worm 
will be awaited with considerable inter- 
est.

The 
suspension of an Allegheny bank, grow- 
ing out of the failmre yesterday of the 
Federal National bank of Pittsburg, 
caused scarcely a ripple in the market, 
reports showed the continued 
necessity of precautionary measures at 
Pittsburg, such as refraining from trad- 
ing in bank stocks and the provision of a 
$2,000,000 safety fund amongst the banks. 
London also affected this market unfa- 
vorabiy o%ing to a fresh outbreak of 
fears of war between Russia and Japan. 
The labor disputes on the Manhattan and 


the Pennsylvania railroad systems were 
under d.scussion tn Wall street, but did 
not seem to be rewarded in the trading. 


Dissatistaction Was expressed with the 
conditions in the coal trade growing out 
of a large accumulation of steam sizes of 
and the active competition 
thereby produced with the large produc- 
tion of bituminous coal for shipment to 
the seaboard.
